Ajpishqiliest CIci-k Stricken with 
Kcmorse by iiis l^inpluyer's 
Cieiicrosity.

Trade Prospects of the City.

LiVEUi'ooL, Dec. 22, 1885. 

To TUB Editor: — In lht< buay streets 
where the mother of tho family ia making 
her purchaaus fur the hoUBehold*, in the 
toy biiza!irs, wherB patei'fimilfaa is bein^ 
hauled up to the counter by his boys and 
girls, home for the holidays, to pay for 
ChristiuaB presents; in the poultry and; 
fruit markots, which aeem to be more! 
full than ever of turkeys, and,gEeae.frpm j 
Ireland, Canada and America,' and with ' 
pheasaiiiH, gruuae, blaClt ' gamie, par-; 
tridgfs and prairia fowl -from all piirta^f 
the world alnmat, and which abound with'! 
Oanadiaii, Atnoricaii and English apples, I 
and with puara from Jersey and France; 
urantjea imd gr.ipes from Vulentia, and 
shaddnck fn>m iho Wtut Indies all seoma 
buBilu aud juyuuaness, but on 'Ohauge <hb 
faces' fare ; lung aud the wine merchants 
tell ma that never was busiiiesa a» bad 
It i« not that tho t«ata for gond wine has 
gone out, but there la no aiuney to pay 
fur it, and those who a few yours ago gavw 
the beat brands .of^ ohainpa^uu, »ich fine 
porta, clareta and^tBhet'ries, at Ohridtrnia 
entertaiijmenta.now aay, with few e.xcfp 
tions, that'thL'ir;dootor.|hiij8 recnmmunded 
whihky — "it is 'so wHijleaome, don't ynu 
know"— and for appearanco sake ihuy 
provide for their gueals aonio of Ciilbey'a 
^auniur, Spaniah port, Maraoilles and 
ehiliing claret. Appearanoea niuat bo 
kupt up, and the Britisher will not aay 
be can't afford to give hia, ^friends 
wine— anything but that. Tho^^exgel- 
leiit mayor of Liverpool, with hia usual 
goodness of heart, is diatiibucing Ti'on; tho 
town hall 1000 hot puts provided by him- 
aolf and some 300 provided by aomo 
friends. They are prepared at the town 
hall under the personal superintendence 
of that prince of caterera,,. Mr. ^hilip 
■Eborla of the : Stran^llKn^'^AjgJ^d'^rf 
hotela, and will be distributed from tho 
different bakchouaos in Livei poo! between 
12:30 aud 1 o'clock on Christmas day. 
Each hut pot ia uomposed of 5 Iba, weight 
u£ beef or mutton, 7 lbs. potatoea and 
aeaauuing, a 4 lb. loaf being given with 
each, so that auniething like 13,000 poor 
people will partake of a hot dinner on 
Ghristraas day. The same is being done 
by private aubaoription in many of the 
outlying districts, whilst another well 
known philanthropist, Mr. Ephraim Walk- 
er, glass and china dealer, provided 500 
families with aubatantial breakfasts. 
Truly charity ia alive in Liverpool, but 
there will be a vast amount of distress 
this winter, there are thousands out of 
work. The Liverpool exhibition has af- 
forded work to 300 men, grading and pre- 
paring the ground for two months past, 
and will, until aud during its npeuing. em- 
ploy much labor and ia in truth a godaeud 
to us this season. The Manchester and 
Liverpool canal will uIbo furnish employ- 
ment to many, for it is propoaed to coin- 
menca excavations to enlarge that part of 
the existing Shropshire Union, and which 
is to be utilized for the ship canal 
through a part of the distance. Then,' 
again, the opening of the Mersey tunnel 
and a consequent increuso of facilities of 
traffic between Liverpool and Chester, 
hold out some prospect of an improve- 
ment in the local trade. . ^ ' 

Throughout the ^country, whilst it was 
thought that the oonservativea ^would be 
iu & position to oariy oh tH^lgoVertiment 
comfortably, there waa no doubt of a revi- 
val of trade to some extent, but now the 
political horiison being again clouded, the 
balance of power being dependent upon 
the will of the Irish party for the time 
being, capitalists are mure shy than ever 
about parting with their money. Specu- 
lation amongst politicians is rife upon the 
Irish question. To-day's papers will say 
that Gladatoiie does not contemplate deal- 
ing with home rule in any way. To- 
morrow's will say, probably, that both 
I he moderate . ~libe>al8 aud radicals aro 
won over to'Qladstoiie's opinion aiid are 
ready to go tho whole length with him — 
•'Diamonibernieiit (>f the empire threat- 
ened," say the tory journals. ' Utter 
ruin of trade through the. unsettled state 
(if Ireland and tory tniagoyernraent," say 
the radical .eye.niiigB— but. still the same 
goea on,' and,-whetherj.>,we'v.have money or 
whether we have none, wo most of us 
hope^ to spend a happy Christmns, and I 
assure you 'hut iboae af homo do not for- 
get ihair old friends in Victoria.

UYDROPIIOBIA. 

The latest nniiovincement with regard 
to rabies nr hydrophobia, is that by an 
American physician, to tiiu utfuct that there 
is no . such thing. There aro noientiSo 
cranks who will oppose aiiythitis;j: simply 
to call attention to themselves, and in this 
case the individual may deem he is pro- 
curing publicity fur hiinsclf by stilting up 
his opinion against such an authority aa 
M. PiistcAir. It is doubtful if hia ourreo- 
tian would stand the toac if a mad dog 
was "running a muck" through a street in 

. which be wasataading. An exchange says: 
' One of tha most dreadful accidents to 

. which mankind is liable is that of the bite 
of a rabid animal, and all the mure dread- 
ful because no certain cuie has hitherto 
been known to science. But it would 

, seem that a discovery has at last been 
made n\hich gives promise of proving a 
certain remedy for hydrophobia. For this 
the world is indebted to Louis Pasteur, a 
French nhysinlugist, who has mada.a 
study of the microBcupic elements of i'clifv 
eases of animal puiaous. 

M. Pasteur's, experiments were at Grst 
confined to dogs, iiis process is as fol- 
lows: He inoculates a rabbit in the brain 
with the poisououa marrow of a mad dog. 
This produces rabies in about fifteen days. 
A aecuud rabbit is ihen inoculated with 
the puiaon of tha tiral, a third with the 
poiaon of the second, and so on. Aa the 
inoculation passes a!un>j; from one to an- 
other, the puriod of incubation shortens, 
until finally it only requires about seven 
days to ' produce the symptoms of hydro- 
phobia instead of fifteen. The poison is 
found largely in tho marrows of the rab- 
bits that die of hydmphubia, These are 

: taken and preserved in dry air; but the 
loni(er, they aro kept the weaker the poi- 
son becomes, until Snally it di3>ippearB, 
and an. animal which is inoculated with a 
piece of the marrow ia not affected by it 
' at all. 

The method of rondoriiig a dog proof 
against rabies ia to inoculate him every 
day by an injection under the skin with a 
liquid in which hi:a been soaked a piece 
of marrow from a rabbit that died with 
hydrophobia. The process is commenced 
with a marrow several days old, and in 
which tho poison is weak. Each day it 
is repeated with more poisonous material; 
until finally a perfectly froah marrosv is 
used. By this time the dog has become 
proof against tha poison, and can be in 
oculated anywhere, or bitten by a mad 
animal, without any ill results, These 
experiments lasted from November, 1882, 
until July, 1885, by ?/hiub time M. Pas- 
teur had some fifty dogs proof against 
rabies without a single failure. 

Qa the Cth of July an opportunity oc- 
curred, to try this method on a human 
beitig. A boy was brought to him who 
had been badly bitten by a mad dog two 
days before. The dog had been killed, 
and an examination showe^l conclusively 
that there had been no mistakeiabout.the 
dog's having had hydrophobia. A'oonsiilta- 
tion with some prominent physicians was 
held; and the unanimous opinion was 
■that m consequence of tho number and 
severity of the wounds it was certain that 
the boy would have hydrophobia. And, 
as his death seemed inevitable, it was de- 
cided to try the etfeet of inoculation. He 
received thirteen inoculations in the 
oourso of ten days — the first from a rab- 
bit that had '^iired'ifdurtee'n' days before, 
and the last from bne'that'died'the day 
before the last inooulation.' < Every day 
when the boy was meoulated'a healthy 
rabbit was aUo inncjlated with some of 
the same material. Those inoculated 
first — and therefore with the older mate- 
rial — escaped; thoHe inoculated during 
the last six days all became mad — show- 
ing that the poiaun,was virulent. The 
boy had no symtoma of hydrophobiu; his 
wounds healed, and he bricamo well. In 
October M. l^asteur had another patient 
who was treated in the same way, and 
also recovered. A week or two ago some 
children who h id been bitten by a mad 
dog wuro sent to him from tho United 
States, and have just coinpluted receiving 
hia pruces.s of inoculation. 

It aueins from the rcBult of these ex- 
periments on the dogs, as well as from the 
result on the human beings' who had been 
bitten, that inoculation with the poiaon 
will be fijuiid an efl'ectual remedy for 
hydrijphohia. Tha philosophy of the pro- 
cess, according to M. Pasteur, is briefly 
this: By commoacitig with a weak virus 
and inuculatiug each successive day with 
virus of inoreasing strength, the system 
becomes habituated'tt) the poison, so that 
by the time viru* of full strength is used 
the person has become proof against it. 
Now, when a person has been bittun by u 
mad dog, tho poison acts slowly, and it 
takes a comparatively long period: of. time 
for tlie hydropliobia to develop — in ' a 
human being from 20 to 30 days, or even 
longer. ■ V-Botithe. Virus which has passed 
by M. Pasteur's -process through about 
150 rabbits acts more promptly, develop- 
ing hydrophobia in aevon or eight dny.s. 
Consequently, if a peraon bitten by u mad 
dog is subjected to this process soon after 
tho accident his system becomes protected 
by the artificial inoculation before the 
poison received in the bite has bad time 
to act upon him. 

The whole world will rejoice that a 
remedy fur hydrophobia has at last been 
found. That is to eay, every b dy ex- 
cept the class of people who have been 
getting up a cry against vivisection. This 
discovery would have been impossible 
without a long series of experiments on 
animals. Under the Engliati law, enacted 
through the exertions of anti-vivisection- 
ists, M. Pasteur's discovery wocld have 
been impossible. .Other countries, bow.- 
'ever, allow glysiologUtsftJ^^ 
menta on ahi'nml8''fbr tlie good of human- 
ity, and the English people will benefit 
with the rest of the human race from 
those experiments which they would not 
allow to be made in their own country. 



THE CIVIC ELECTIONS. 

The coiitoat yesterday for the mayoralty 
jtnd council was carried on in good spirit 
by all parties, notwithstaridiiig the kaon 
£ght made by each candidate. Contrary 
to our expectations Mr. Jas. Fell was 
elected niuyor. Mr. McLean was our 
oboioe and it was fully believed that he 
would win by a moderate majority, which 
he certainly would have done had ho been 
pitted solely against Mr. Fell. However, 
it is hoped the mayor elect will exceed 
the anticipation of hie opponents and that 
everything will work harmoniously and in 
the best interests of the city. Tho m-itt 
apirited competition was in Johnson street 
ward, where nine candidates sought eleo- 
tion, Mr. Robertson being the only mem- 



ber from the old board frtJm that ward in 
the field. Mr. S. T. Stylfis, a most worthy 
geiitle'inan. was returned at tlio head of 
poll, and will make a valuable acquisition 
to the new council. Mr. W. A. liobertaoii 
came in a good second, and no doubt will 
act with his iiaual acctiptanoe at the delib- 
erations of the board; Mr, Maurice 
H umber, covered with the soars of many 
cnauoceasful Qghts, has at last proved, 
himself a hero and won a seat at tho 
council. Hq ia a practical mmi of well- 
known worth. Tho defeated candixlatea 
have plenty of company and being all 
new asDiraiits to oivio honors will be able 
to treat their defeat lightly. In 
Yates street ward ISIr. Joliu Grant 
headed the poll with a majority of 44 
over Mr. L. Vijjclius, wlfi) is an exper- 
ienced councillor, having faithfully 
Borved for four previous tornis. Mr. 
Robert Lipsett is a now face at the coun- 
cil board, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that ha will give a satiafactory ac- 
count of himself. Mr.T. B. Humpliroya 
canio in a t:ood fourth, being only five 
votes behind Mr. Lifjsstt. In James b:iy 
ward Mr. A J. Smith heaileJ the list 
with 249. Ue ia an old hand at tho man- 
ipulation of civic atlairs and has always 
proved a hard worker for his war^. 
flieasrs. D. VV. Higgins, editor of The 
Colonist, and F. S. Barnard, made a very 
close second and third, and urti.also new 
in civic affairs. The latter is a young 
man of business ability and ambi- 
tious to win hirjiiolf honors in public life 
ai)d will make a good representative for 
James:,- bay. Mr. Powell, the defeated 
candidate, was comparatively unknown to 
the public, but mado a fair showing. 

Three inoinberB of the old ciuincil were 
re-elected, and also mie of a former board, 
so that thero is BUllieient oX|)erienco to 
rorrect any mistakea that may be imido by 
the new office-holders. There aro several 
very important matters to be brought 
f(jfward, and if they but go to work with 
the same will as the old board, tho business 
of the year will ' bo satisfactorily looked 
after, 

Vine Culture in tbc Interior. 

To THE EuiroH OP the Colonist: 

Sik; — Having just returned from a visit 
to the upper country, principally with the 
objeut of judging of it-s capabilJti^B lts a 
vino -growing region, some remarks- on 
the subject may bo of interest to your 
readers. 

Tho banks of the Frasur and tliu Thomp- 
£011 rivers, near and above Lytton, and 
probably the slopes along Lake Xamloops 
appear suitable for vine-crowing, where a 
good exposure to the vertioiil rays of the 
noonday sun can bo obtained, and whore 
irrigation can be practiced — a N. E. aspect 
is suitable. The soil beet suited to vines 
for wiiiG-making, is a disiiilograted rocky 
Boil, composed of grebbles or fragments 
of rook of various sizes; contrary to tho 
general belief, a rich, low-lying alluvial 
soil produces inferior wines, The particu- 
lar composition of the soil, with tlia ex- 
ception that some percciicugo of iron 
should exist, appoars to have but littlo 
influence on the quality of the wine pro- 
duced. . The wiues rcaembhng Modoes 
or find oliircts, the beat vines 
to plant would be the gros and petit cab- 
enet from which the finest red wines in 
tho world are produced; tlio Mancin, an 
abundant bearer, the Teinturior, to give 
deep color, and perhaps the Vlerlet to 
give delicacy of flavor. No vineyard 
should be planted which dogs not include 
several vari'eties'of vines. 

For wines of the Burgundy class, tho 
Pineau noir is tha best vino. A? regiirds 
tho elevation at which wines can be grown 
I lind that in Switzerland an altitude -of 
3000 feet is reached and as the , hiinkB '. of 
the upper Fritser and Thompson. aVe-; not 
more than 2000 at a r peint > where rjrriga- 
tion would be practicable, and' the, most 
suitable spots are not more than 1100 feet 
above the sea level, I «eo-no diSiculty on 
this account. 

As regards tha climate, Switzerland, 
which resembles in many of its features, 
British Columbia, produces about 26 to 
30 million gallons of a value from five to 
seven million dollars annually. In 
Sw-itzarland the yield per acre is on an 
average 350 to 400 gallons of wine. 

I would recommend that no European 
cuttings be imported, in consequence of 
the phylloxera still existing in the wine 
diatriols. California would probably bo 
the beat sourco of supply. 

1'liB Isabella grape, from Caiiada, 
should not bo introduced, unless othera 
fail. No doubt it would stand the win- 
ter climate, but the wine made from it

Tho chief difficulty to be overcome ap- 
pears to me to be the prevention of the 
plants b(3ing killed by an extreme froat. 
This could be avoided — first, by cutting 
off the irrigating supply before the ther 
mometer falls too low; and secondly, by 
top dressing tha vines with straw, at least 
fur the first few years. I may mention 
that the vines should be at leaat a yard 
apart, on the espalier syatem, about four 
feet high, and a sulbcieiit space left be- 
tween tha rows for ploughing. 

Trusting that tho above remarks may 
be of USD to those oontemplatiiij^ tho cul- 
ture of vines for wine- making in Uritiah

The Condeimicdl RIan. 

To THE Editok : — I nptice nn editorial in 
your excellent paper this morning, in refer- 
ence to a petition that is being circulaie(j> 
for thd purpose of haviug tho sentence of 
the coudomned nfan, Sproule, committed to 
imprisonment for life, and I nm cortaiu that 
no person can find any fault in the fair and 
impartial way iu which that nrlieie is writ- 
ten.

I, for one, have very grave doubta 
upon that subject, for tw.o reasons, not- 
withstanding that the jury wore unanimous 
iu their decision; and I believe honestly so, 
too. In tho first place, tho witucas Wolf 
said that ho loaned Spionlo his riilo that 
morning. If thut wan true, why fhould ho 
be so particular to draw the attention of tho 
othor piirticB to tho fact that liis riflo had 
been shot off when tboy camo in to dinner? 
Would ho not oipeot it to be shot off when 
be had loaned it for that purpose? Was it 
reaBonablo that he would be so much sur- 
prised, thut he showed them the 
empty shell in the breech of tho 
rifle? Did it not look mora like a. 
preconceived arrangement to throw suspi- 
ciononan innocentmanf And in tho second 
place, can any one believe if Sproule 
shot the man that he would have taken a 
new pick out v?ith him and left it ut tho 
place where ho fired the shot from? Duos 
it not look more like as if some one a\eo 
had done the shooting and ^ carried tho 
pick there to throw the suspicion on 
Sproule, knowing that he had made threats 
toward the murdered man? Sproule, and 
ill 'concerned, ere stpangera to mo. I 
never saw the man, only in the prisoner's 
dock; but I believe that a Grat-class coun- 
lel ought to have made^ more of the points 



named. It is said that circumstantial 
evidence ia the best, if all the links of the 

chain aro there; but is ic not possihlo f^r 
>here to be a flaw in the links that may 
1)0 mifsed by the ablest counficl or the 
wisest judgel I know of a man n:itned 
Sealey, who was hanged in tha town of 
Niagara, Ontario, where all the-linka of 
the chain appeared to be present. He was 
caught in the act of washing the blood 
from his pants at tho ' lake, a short 
diitanco from where the man was 
muroered. His story was that another 
party had done the deed, and had put the 
blood upon him, but his story appeared 
so unreasonable that no one would be- 
lieve him, and he was hanged. But five 
or six years afterwards a man on his dying; 
bod, confessed to the murder. He said 
that he and the murdered man had a 
woman in a blacksmith shop and they 
quarrelled about her, and ho struck the 
man with a piece of iron and killed him, 
and that Sealey, who was a stran- 
ger coming intoj town looking for 
work, seeing a light in the black- 
smith shop, went iu to omiuire 
where he could get a placo to put up at, 
it being just after midnight. When ho 
got in, he was knocked down and dr.iggod 
through tho blood by tho man and woman, 
who thon ran off in the dark, and Sealey, as 
above stated, was hanged. If he had 
been in prison^ he v.'oiild have regained 
his liberty. Everybody said ''poor fel- 
low !" but they could not fetch him back. 
iMight it not be posaible that Sproule is 
the victim of circumstances?

Papsengers by the steamer Princess 
Louise from New Westminster yesterday, 
bring intelligence of a shocking murder 
which occurred owrly Wednesday evening, 
on the road between Now Wostininetur 
and Port Moody, perpetrated by a man 
named Walkyr. It appears that tlie lat- 
ter Itad B()aatted on somu laud, and had 
taken Messrs. D. Robson, his partner 
Smith and another man named Janes to 
see the place, wishing to disposo of his 
right. They arrived at the ranobe late in 
the afternoon, and after dark Walker 
picked up 

A DOUBLE-BAUBELKD SnOTQUN 

and said he was going out to shoot a crow. 
As it was then after dark one of the men 
remarked that it was rather late to go 
shooting, when Walker said that he might 
as well tell. tbem his ., intention, and, that 
was that he was going -to' "cook their 
goose" for them. Ho then deliberately 
shot Robson through tlio breast, killing 
him instantly. Jiuies attempted to take 
.tiie gun a«'ay from tlie murderer, 
but received tho contents of tho 
second barrel in his leg, shattering 
his knee, the ball ooiirsing down his^leg. 
into his foot. Walker iheu is "

but the latter succeeded' in gettinie but of 
the cabin and escaping. 

The nen'.s reached New Westminster 
and Mr. Chas. Major with others proceed- 
ed at 10 o'clock to the place, where they 
discovered Jones lashed to the dead body 
of Robson, the murderer having done 
this crowning act of violence and taken to 
the woods. 

These particulars were brought to the 
Colonial Uotel at four o'clock on Thurs- 
day m(jrning and as the wires have been 
prostrated no additional news has been 
received in this city since tho arrival of 
the Princess Louise yesterday. Messrs.. 
Robson & Smith were partners in a ranch 
on the North Arm of tho Fraser,' the 
former being known ns a quiet and inob- 
trusiveman. It ia supposed that

Greek Siiffands. 

A pamphlet written by a Greek, a covalry 
lieutenant, gives some very curious accounts 
of tho system of brigandage ns it is now 
carried on in tho Gnscu -Turkish bouudaries, 
Tho brigand.s' code of laws, as at present 
existing, is a straugo mixture of barbarity 
and chivalry. It contains several clauses, 
some of which run as follows: "All traitors 
to be killed and exposed. The rich to bo 
captured and' not allowed to depart till thoy 
^ave paid ransom and sworn not to injure 
the ■ brigonds' by a relation of their adven- 
tures to'the antfabrities. All soldiers tb'be 
killed!' The bearers of the ransom to be 
respected, and small , money to be given 
them on their departure. '^All jobbers plot- 
ting with thn government to be killed. 
Should a captive oaeape, his keeper is to be 
held re.sponsible and 6ipelled from Ihebniid. 
Never to steal the goats aud sheep from tlie 
shepherd, but to pay for all taken. To 
offer gifts at any moniistery or herniitago. 
by way of expiation for siu." It is tho 
shepherds who support tho bri- 
gands^ • and by whoso means 
they are so well hid from the authorities. 
They supply them 'with bread, moat, and 
wine, serve them as guides in times of 
danger, and it i« their children that are 
educated to be brigands and who reinforce 
their ranks. Immense precautions are 
taken by the robbers against surprises. 
They always travel by night, proceeding 
iu hlo through the open country, never 
through the narrow passes, fur fear of 
ambush. The sraallost object, the faint- 
eat sound startles them, and down they 
drop flat on their stomachs till their con- 
hdetice is renewed. Defi'ro starting on 
any of those' journeys, they always ap- 
point a rendezvous in case of separation. 
Their scouts go on in front, driving horses 
or oxen, and habited as drovers. Under 
thoir shelter follow tho main body, peep- 
ing cautiously beneath the cattle tu seo 
if an enemy is approaching, and behind 
come the rearguard, who,- if anything is 
amiss, whistles like ^ night bird, aud the 
bapd disperaoi.

— Your correspondent 
has been authoriaed to deny the report 
that arrangements have been made for a 
meeting in Galicia next autumn of Em- 
peror William of Germany, Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph of Austria, and Czar Alexander 
of Russia.

One bride of 
sixteen bttdkilleUjier busband within, 
tho first week after marriage; another 
of sweet seveiiteuii lived with him for 
six inontha before she did the deed, and 
a third of eighteen was convioted of 
killing her liushand during the night 
by blow.s with a ln.'avy hamoier.

Firiniar Projectiles and Torpe- 
does Under Water. 

■. Tkere is now ac the Royal Arsenal, 
"Woolwich, saya the London Times, a 
monster weapon intended to fire pro- 
jectiles or torpedoes under water. It ia 
the invention of" Oapt; Erlcson, an 
American, and was manufactured in 
the United Staten, partly under the 
supervision of Lient. Gladstone, of Her 
Majesty's Navy, who was sent over for 
the^giih and has brought it to England 
'It now- lies at the inspection branch of 
the Gun Factories. After some pre- 
liminary trials it will be placed on, 
board ship, probably at Portsnioiub, 
for furibor trial a6 sea. The cuniioii 
and the proji ctile are almost of equal 
length, and as they lie side by side, 
painted a bright red, are formidable 
objects to look at. No less than 40 tons 

■ ■ of steel are uaed in the construction of 

the gun, which is thirty feet,long and 
baa a bore of 1 6?i inches. It is a breech- 
loader^ and doses at the stem by an ar- 
rangement of , a very simple, yet fiffec 
tive obaraotef. -The verit,- which is a.xi 
al, is sealed; it is understood to be ef 
factual in preventing tho escape of pow- 
der gases. 

THE PnOJECTILE 

is 25 feet lonu, and is gauged to pass 
freely along the bore, which is unritled. 
[■^' It is' hollow, and ,notwithBtanding its 
' ' great length, weighs only one ton. The 
idea is to Kt the gun in the bow of ihe 
ship, 9 feet below the waler-line, so as 

■ to tire straight ahead from the cut- 
water. A diaphragm of india-rubber 
fixed over the muzzle to exclude tlie 
water ia instantly blown away when 
the gun is discharged. The projectile is, 
of course, inserted from the rear, and 
is stopped by a pin a few inches be- 
fore coming in contact with the dia- 
phragm, for it lias a short rod project- 
ing from its nose which is to act by per- 
cussion oil; the cbarge^w and must 
be protected from all risks of premature 
explosion. Its safety at this stage is to 

■ -'•some e,\tent guaranteed, however, by 
: the action of a strong spring, which 

prevents the rod from being driven 
back by any force short of a thousand 
pounds. A charge of 20 pounds of (low- 
der is all that is considered 

NECESSARY FOR PROPULSION. 

It is asserted that a range of 300 yards 
under water may be relied upon, but it 
is considered doubtful whether the Rhot 
can overcome the resistance of tb(! 
water and retain an efl'uctive striking 
power for half the distance. To pre- 
, serve tbe'latecal , position andvuniform 
'■"depth; of^^iminerflionlof his 'submarine 
vlmissie, tlfie' inventor has weighted it* to 
the 'gravity' "of water, and while he 
keeps one side under by the prepon- 
dt^rance of weight, lip lins a steering 
plate on the upper aide, which opens 
only after ieaying- the \muzzle of the 
gun anii acts as a rudder in keeping the 
. projectile on its course. Until the gun 
is iriied the authorities are loth to ex- 
press an opinion as to its merits, but it 
is regarded at least as an honest at- 
tempt to estaolish a new principle in 
gunnery.
